Executive  Committee  Meeting  with  Ana  Guerrero

Ana  Guerrero,  Office  of  Mayor  Eric  Garcetti;  Jessica  Lall,  CCA;  Larry  Ahlquist,  City  Club 

At  this  month's  CCA's  Executive  Committee  meeting,  members  heard  from  Ana  Guerrero  who  is  the  Chief  of  Staff  to  Mayor  Eric 
Garcetti.  She  spoke  about  the  Mayor's  vision  for  Los  Angeles  and  the  city's  recent  big  successes,  including  the  2028  Olympics  and 
Measure  M.  She  also  discussed  housing  and  homelessness,  and  how  we  can  work  together  to  increase  the  housing  supply  with  the 
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Transit  Oriented  Communities  guidelines,  Permanent  Supportive  Housing  ordinance  and  the  updating  of  the  community  plans.  She 
gave  an  update  on  the  modernization  of  LAX  and  the  Automated  People  Mover  System  which  should  be  completed  by  2022.  She 
urged  CCA  members  to  continue  to  advocate  for  the  expansion  of  the  Convention  Center,  help  hire  young  people  for  their  Summer 
Youth  Jobs  program  and  partner  with  them  on  their  Entrepreneur  in  Residence  program.  She  encouraged  members  to  think  of  ways 
to  use  the  2028  Olympics  as  inspiration  to  think  about  the  future  of  our  city  and  as  leverage  to  accelerate  projects. 


Natural  Gas  Moratorium 

CCA  joined  other  business  advocacy  organizations  to  oppose  a  natural  gas  moratorium  being  considered  by  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission.  The  proposed  moratorium  would  disallow  all  new  commercial  and  industrial  gas  connections  in  LA  County.  This 
proposed  moratorium  will  jeopardize  approximately  700  projects  in  Los  Angeles  that  are  under  construction  or  in  the  planning 
phase.  Due  in  large  part  to  CCA's  advocacy,  the  PUC  has  continued  consideration  of  this  item  from  January  to  February.  Click  here 
for  the  letter  we  sent  to  Governor  Brown. 


Transportation,  Infrastructure  and  Environment  Committee 

In  our  first  Transportation,  Infrastructure  and  Environment  Committee  (TIE)  Committee  meeting  of  2018,  we  had  presentations  on 
the  MyFigueroa  Streetscape  Plan,  BlueLA's  electric  vehicle  car-sharing  program  and  a  "Year  in  Review"  of  CCA's  advocacy. 

•  Mat  Talag,  LADOT,  provided  an  update  on  the  MyFigueroa  Streetscape  Plan,  a  project  that  is  currently  under  construction 
and  will  revamp  the  streets  along  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  Blvd,  Figueroa  Street  from  USC  to  7th  Street,  and  11th  Street  from 
Figueroa  to  Broadway.  Bus  pads  and  sidewalk  widening  is  currently  underway,  and  resurfacing  will  begin  within  the  next 
several  months.

•  Jose  Oliva  and  Zacarias  Carrera,  BlueLA,  informed  members  of  the  roll-out  of  BlueLA,  a  car-sharing  joint  venture 
between  the  City  and  Blue  Solutions,  a  France-based  company  with  successful  car-sharing  programs  around  the  world. 
They  will  be  offering  point-to-point  service  at  approximately  200  locations  in  the  Central  City  area,  and  property  owners  and 
developers  are  encouraged  to  reach  out  if  they're  interested  in  hosting  electric  vehicle  charging  spaces  at  their  projects.

•  Shane  Phillips,  CCA,  gave  a  broad  overview  of  the  transportation,  infrastructure  and  environment-related  advocacy  that 
CCA  was  involved  in  throughout  2017  and  will  continue  to  engage  in  in  2018.  Topics  covered  include  successes  on  the 
bicycle  parking  ordinance  update,  participation  on  stakeholder  advisory  committees  ranging  from  water  to  energy  to 
transportation  policy,  Metro  and  City  infrastructure  projects  and  much  more.

DTLA  Streetcar 

CCA  supported  Downtown  Los  Angeles  Streetcar  Project's  application  for  a  2018  Transit  and  Intercity  Rail  Capital  Program  (TIRCP) 
grant.  This  grant  will  make  construction  of  the  streetcar  possible  and  will  complement  funding  that  is  already  in  place.  In  2013,  Los 
Angeles  residents  demonstrated  their  commitment  to  the  Streetcar  by  approving  a  $62.5  million  special  tax  to  fund  construction 
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through  the  creation  of  a  Community  Facilities  District.  The  Streetcar  is  also  publicly  supported  by  the  City  of  LA,  which  has 
allocated  funding  for  30  years  of  operations,  and  by  LA  County  Metro,  which  has  committed  $200  million  in  funding  from  Measure

JADE  Enterprises'  Main  Street  Park  Project 

This  week,  CCA  testified  in  support  of  Jade  Enterprises'  project,  Main  Street  Park  Project.  This  mixed-used  project  will  add  379 
residential  units  (42  of  which  are  reserved  for  very  low-income  residents)  and  a  retail  complex  in  the  Fashion  District.  The  site  will 
include  an  open-space  plaza  and  bike  parking  and  enhance  the  pedestrian  experience  through  multi-use  sidewalks  as  prioritized  in 
the  Downtown  Design  Guide.  The  project  is  now  pending  at  City  Planning  Commission.
